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Rochester Recount 

Laboa Defeated, Calls for Recount 

Despite losing by a narrow, five-vote margin in 
the April 12 Annual Town Election, Rochester incumbent 
candidate Gary Laboa has officially called for a recount 
of the election results. Mr. Laboa, who garnered 530 votes 
while newcomer Dan McGaffey edged him out with 535 
votes in his bid for a second three-year term on the Board 
of Selectmen, sent a memo to Town Clerk Naida Parker 
on Tuesday, April 18, advising he intends to file an official 
request for a recount well within his 10-day window of 
opportunity. 

Although he was undecided as to whether he 
would request a recount immediately after learning the 
results of the election, Mr. Laboa said he received many 
calls from supporters over the weekend — some of whom 
expressed regret at not voting — urging him to pursue a 
recount. 

At press time further details of the recount pro- 
cess were yet to be determined, but Mr. Laboa said he 
would request a recounting of the ballots by hand with a 
representative for each candidate present to address any 
potential concerns or challenges.

"We need it to be safe and interesting for the 
children/' said Ms. Ferons, who is in her fourth year as 
fundraising president.

The Loft School is a non-profit cooperative which 
is managed and directed by parents of participating 
children. Parents or grandparents help in their child's 
classroom once a month for three to four hours. During 
this time parents assist the teacher with classroom activi- 
ties. The parent "helping requirement" is scheduled in 
advance so that parents have time to make necessary 
arrangements. This cooperative effort gives parents an 
opportunity to be an integral part of their child's learning 
environment.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

April 18, 2006

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, April 18 at 7:00 pm 
by Chairman Jonathan Henry. Also present were Select- 
man Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman David Pierce, Town 
Administrator Jack Dolan, and Secretary Helene Craver. 

Chairman Henry first noted the sad passing 
Mary P. Nicholson and Josephine Jennings and asked for 
a moment of silent for both longtime Marion residents. 
Ms. Nicholson was an Assessor with the town for some 20 
years, and Ms. Jennings was the wife of former longtime 
Marion Harbormaster George Jermings. 

After approving the minutes of the March 21 and 
April 4 meetings, the board met with Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS) Director Jeff Habicht along with members 
of the EMS department to discuss the recent suggestion 
to place the town's ambulance service under a third-party 
billing service.

some figures to the Board of Selectmen," Mr. Habicht said. 
"It is felt that through billing the Marion EMS could be 
(self-supported). That's the dollars and cents end of it." 

According to Mr. Habicht, he provided the town's 
EMS call volume and breakdown of services to Comstar, 
which is one of the most widely used ambulance billing 
services in the area, and they estimated the Marion EMS 
could bring in approximately $150,000 a year based on 
that information. 

"We currently operate on a budget of just over 
$93,000 ... Comstar would take about 10 percent for billing 
expenses, so we'd have to determine how (many calls) 
would be written off," Mr. Habicht said. 

Based on this preliminary information, Mr. Habi- 
cht said the Marion EMS could become a self-sufficient 
town department by billing for its services. However, he 
noted there would be several implications to consider, 
including: a reduction in taxes currently paid to fund 
EMS; an increased cost to operate EMS as members seek 
payment for what was previously done on a voluntary 
basis (training, meetings, town events); increased cost due 
to administrative costs for billing; individuals would be 
responsible for co-pays, deductibles and any charges if 
they do not have medical insurance; non-residents will be 
responsible for fees when rendered care; a possible reduc- 
tion in donations which currently pay for ambulance and 
equipment; and the inability to provide routine transfers 
as the Marion EMS may be unable to bill for these ser-

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vices. 

"There are three of us here who have been with 
the town for many years," said EMS Deputy Director Dale 
Jones. "It was a real challenge in the beginning to get this 
service going and to keep it going. I have deep concerns 
that charging (for ambulance service) is not going to be as 
cost-effective. It seems to discourage volunteers from do- 
ing things like this. I just want to go on record that I think 
this will have an adverse effect on our service." 

"I appreciate your stand, however we're not talk- 
ing about charging individuals here, we're talking about 
charging insurance companies," Chairman Henry said. 
"The basic health care system in this country is based on 
health benefits. There is no plan to make this a full-time 
service, this will remain a part-time service. The public I 
interact with overwhelmingly supports the call service." 

"We would be obliged to bill everyone, whether 
they were insured or not," Mr. Dolan clarified. "However, 
the length to which we go to collect would vary ... if the 
insurance does not pay the claim." 

Mr. Habicht said based on a straw poll of about 21 
current EMS members, the vast majority seemed content 
to keep the Marion EMS department as-is and not go to a 
third-party billing model. 

"I guess I understand you have feelings and you 
want to keep (EMS) as it is, but if we decide to go to a 
billing (service) ... why would volunteers then want to be 
paid?" asked Selectman Jeffrey.

"With a substantial amount of revenue gener- 
ated, it's going to be difficult to convince people to donate 
(to EMS)/' Mr. Jones said. "I realize there's an attempt to 
make EMS a profit center, but I think we have a system 
that has worked very well and I wouldn't want to do 
anything to harm it." 

"This isn't an attempt to make EMS a 'profit cen- 
ter,'" Selectman Jeffrey said. "That's not our intent. We're 
just looking at a possible way of capturing additional rev- 
enues. We understand there are consequences and we'll 
certainly take that into account. Things do change and we 
cannot do things the way we've done them just for the 
sake of doing them. We have to look at the whole picture, 
not just tradition and history."

FELINE DRINKING HABITS 

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower floor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them. She will only 
drink from her water bowl when I first fill it. Why? 

Unless the cats verbal skills improve mark- 
edly we will probably never know for sure why she 
is picky about her water sources. My own opinion is 
that we are well meaning but don't do a great job of- 
fering cats water as clean as we give ourselves. (Dogs 
don't seem to care). Most cat water bowls are made of 
plastic which may hold odors more than glass or metal. 
Usually these bowls are rinsed out daily and refilled. 
Try giving your cat water in a glass bowl. Thoroughly 
wash the bowl with soap and water before refilling it 
and consider doing this a few times a day especially if 
you have more than one cat in the house. Would you 
share a water glass with a family member if they were 
always sticking their tongues in the glass and you only 
received fresh water once a day?

At 8:00 pm the board met with Reg Foster of the 
ORCTV Board of Directors to discuss the cablecasting of 
various town committees and boards and also the Verizon 
Cable Licensing procedure. 

"As many of you know, Verizon is entering the 
cable television business and they met with (Mr. Dolan) 
earlier this year ... about plans for Marion," Mr. Foster 
said. "Clearly changes are happening. But by and large, 
1 think they are changes most of us would welcome. If 
you have (another) provider, it would allow for more 
competition and better prices. At the last ORCTV Board of 
Directors meeting, we unanimously voted to ask all three 
Boards of Selectmen to join forces again and initiate the li- 
censing procedure with Verizon ... and also engage Special 
Counsel William Solomon to represent the towns." 

In addition, Mr. Foster requested the board ap- 
point both Town Administrator Jack Dolan and himself as 
the town's representatives in negotiations with Verizon. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to sign 
and endorse letters to Verizon and the Department of 
Telecommunications and Energy (DTE) supporting the 
accelerated Verizon license process; to appoint William 
Solomon as Special Cable Counsel to represent the town 
in negotiations with Verizon; and also to appoint Mr.

in which 85 percent responded in favor of preserving the unique 
character of our town center; to support the high concentration 
of historic properties in the center; and to preserve the early 
settlement patterns of the Town of Rochester. 

One of our neighbors whose property has never been, 
or asked to be, included in the district continues to attack the 
district and the commission with unfounded information. The 
commission has not cost Youth Baseball money. Youth Baseball, 
in its quest to install park lights at Gifford Park (an historic park 
which provides the setting for a number of significant historic 
buildings in the district), has cost the town imnecessary funds in 
legal fees by not wishing to abide by the commission's findings. 
There were no conditions placed on the Certificate of Appro- 
priateness recently issued for the park light application submit- 
ted for the Youth Baseball field at Dexter Lane, also within the 
Historic District. 

The Historic District Commission has never received 
an application for, nor denied, the placement of a swing-set in 
a yard within the district. We completely supported the Library 
Trustees' premise that to replace the library's windows with 
near-exact replicas would be cost prohibitive. The architect on 
our commission actually spent a great deal of his own time 
doing drawings and talking with the Library Trustees in order 
to help locate the product that would best reflect the design 
and look of the original windows to be replaced. Together we 
produced a product that is energy and maintenance efficient, 
satisfies the by-laws of the Historic District as voted at Town 
Meeting, and enabled the town to do the project within budget. 

The Rochester Historic District Commission, accord- 
ing to the by-laws, reviews external architectural and structural 
changes to existing structures and new construction that can

be seen from a public way. We do not get involved in review- 
ing colors, window boxes or other minor carpentry projects. We 
have spent a great deal of time and effort in finding the right 

combination of consistency, fairness and legality in interpreting 
the by-laws. We have only denied one application since 1999. We 
continue to encourage the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
to adjust the governing by-laws to further simplify the applica- 
tion process. 

It has been said by a few that the commission oper- 
ates from "arrogance." We might ask folks to think in terms of 
"dedicated" to preserving the unique, historical architectural 
qualities that define Rochester Center; "grateful" to the residents 
of the district who continually make the extra effort to preserve 
the center; and "hopeful" that we can all work together to keep 
Rochester the historically significant rural New England village

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Paltry Parody

Scary Movie 4. Starring Anna Faris and Regina 
Hall. Directed by David Zucker. Running time: 
83 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

When Airplane! came out twenty-five years ago, 
it didn ' t depend on our knowledge of the Airport mov- 
ies to be funny. It used the basic Airport situation as a 
clothesline on which to hang jokes that would've been 
funny in any context. For that reason. Airplane! is still 
considered a comedy classic. I wonder if anyone will 
be watching Scary Movie 4 twenty-five years from now and calling it a 
classic. I'd guess not, and the reason is that it depends far too heavily 
on specific movie parodies, as all the Scary Movies have. These new 
parodies are built for audiences now, and built to make money now, 
with pop-culture references as up-to-the-minute as the filmmakers can 
manage. In a quarter of a century who's even going to remember that 
Tom Cruise went on Oprah's show and made an ass of himself? Who's 
going to remember Dr. Phil? Or Chingy? 

Scary Movie 4 will need to be annotated for the viewers of 2026 
to understand it, and it almost needs to be annotated now. It assumes 
you've seen The Grudge, The Village, last summer's War of the Worlds, 
the Saw movies , and even Million Dollar Baby. How all these movies are 
mooshed together to make a coherent plot is a mystery the screenwriters 
haven't really solved. Then again, the very contrivance of somehow 
linking the hero and heroine from War of the Worlds and The Grudge 
is part of the movie's ramshackle appeal, I guess. 

Not that there's much continuity running through the Scary Movie 
franchise, but series star Anna Faris is back as Cindy Campbell, the 
intrepid blonde who does whatever goofy thing the movie requires at 
any given moment. Faris is a good sport, and she has a certain slapstick 
charm, though I'd like to see her doing more films like Lost in Transla- 
tion. Stepping into the Tom Cruise role is series newcomer Craig Bierko, 
who doesn't look a lot like Cruise and doesn't really bother to act like 
him either. Other returning Scary Movie veterans are Charlie Sheen (in 
an over-the-top Viagra gag), Anthony Anderson (who throws himself 
gamely into a Brokeback Mountain parody, which would've been fun- 
nier if I hadn't already seen the film parodied to death and beyond on 




the Internet), and old trouper Leslie Nielsen, reminding us wistfully of 
the brighter days of Airplane! and the Naked Gun movies. 

Not only does Scary Movie 4 assume you've seen the films it 
roasts, it assumes you enjoyed them. For my part, as I watched farcical 
recreations of every other scene in War of the Worlds, I was thinking, 
"Y'know, I already sat through War of the Worlds once. I don't really 
need to watch it again." Director David Zucker, one of the minds behind 
Airplane!, has a knack for aping the costumes and sets of Saw and The 
Grudge and the tripods of War of the Worlds — but so would any of us, 
given the budget. Zucker even reprises the boring Tim-Robbins-in-the- 
cellar scene from War of the Worlds (with Michael Madsen standing 
in for Robbins), though nothing at all comes of it aside from a garbled 
monologue from Madsen that proves he couldn't be funny if humor 
were water and he fell into a pool. 

I chuckled a few times — mainly at irrelevant dialogue ("I saw 
a face." "Did it have a nose?" "Yes." "Sounds like a face, then") that 
reminded me of the old "And don't call me Shirley" days. But it's clear 
enough that Scary Movie 4 wasn't made for me. Nor was it even really 
made for its target audience — it was made for Miramax, to deliver it 
a big opening weekend. (It worked.) These things will continue to be 
made every couple of years as long as they make money and there are 
popular horror movies for them to parody — putting this lifelong horror 
fan in the weird position of hoping that every horror movie in the next 
two years flops. Doesn't seem likely, even though the genre is stuck in 
the most unimaginative rut it's seen since the slasher boom of the ' 80s; 
among the trailers I saw before the movie was one for the upcoming 
remake of The Omen. That trailer, sad to say, was funnier to me than 
anything in Scary Movie 4.
